2 beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1920 : 

The  Report  is  again  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  a 
Memcrandxaa  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

There  is  nothing  particularly  outstanding  during  the 
year  under  review,  with  the  exception  that  the  Birth  Rato  has 
considerably  increased,  and  the  Death  Rate  is  low. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  a comparatively  large 
number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified, 
particularly  cases  of  Diphtheria.  . This  outbreak  was  pretty 
general  throughout  London  and  other  parts  of  the  Country,  and 
seemB  to  have  occurred  in  this  particular  year  after  some 
yearr.  more  or  less  free  from  these  Infectious  Diseases.

NATURAL  AUD  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  DISTRICT. 


Chiswick  is  an  Urban  District  bounded  on  the  East  by 
the  Metropolitan  Borough  of  Hammersmith,  on  the  North  by  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Acton  and  Brentford,  on  the  West  by 
Brentford,  and  on  the  South  by  the  River  Thames  (in  a loop 
of  which  the  District  lies). 

The  District  is  very  flat,  the  height  of  the  highest 
street  being  approximately  36  feet  above  O.D. , while  the 
lowest  street  is  15  feet  above  O.D. 

The  soil  is  mostly  gravel  and  sand,  with  pockets  of  clay 
in  places. 

The  total  area  is  1,338  acres,  of  which  92  acres  are 
covered  by  water. 

A large  part  of  the  land  to  the  south  is  as  yet  undevel- 
oped, but  188  acres  or  thereabouts  are  being  purchased  by  the 
Coimcil  for  the  purposes  of  a Burial  Ground,  Sports  Grounds, 
and  the  River  Promenade,  etc. 

In  the  part  of  the  District  which  is  built  upon,  there 
are  open  spaces  to  the  extent  of  32  acres,  a comparatively 
small  area  for  a large  population. 

There  are  few  industrial  concerns  in  Chiswick,  the  chief 
being  a Brewery,  Wall  Paper  Factory,  a Boot  Polish  Works, 
several  Engineering  Works,  and  Laundries.  A large  number  of 
the  inhabitants  work  in  London,  travelling  to  and  from  town 
daily. 

Chiswick  is  fortunate  in  having  a Hospital  for  urgent 
medical  and  surgical  cases,  splendidly  equipped  and  main- 
tained. This  Institution  has  4-5  beds.  Operating  Theatre, 
X-Ray  Department,  and  the  number  of  patients  dealt  with 
during  1920,  was  39^  in-patients  and  1,774-  out-patients. 


POPULATION, 

The  population  at  the  last  Census  in  191I  was  38,772, 
while  in  19OI  it  was  29,809,  an  increase  in  10  years  of  8, 9^3* 

If  we  assumed  that  the  population  had  increased  at  the 
same  rate  since  1911,  the  present  population  would  be  49,4-34-. 
We  know,  however,  that  previous  to,  and  during  the  war,  the 
birth  rate  was  considerably  lowered,  and  therefore  the  above 
estimate  would  be  incorrect. 

During  the  years  of  the  war,  the  Registrar  General  has 
estimated  the  popxilation  (l)  for  the  death  rate;  and  (2) 
for  the  birth  rate.  For  1920,  however,  the  Registrar 
General  gives  one  estimate  of  population  for  both  rates,  as 
things  have  nov/  become  more  normal,  and  most  of  the  male 
inhabitants  who  were  in  the  Army,  have  been  demobilised 
before,  or  during,  that  period. 

The  estimate  of  population  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  for  1920  is  44,169,  and  it  is  on  this  figure  that  the 
various  rates  have  been  calculated.  It  will  only  be  possible 
to  say  whether  this  is  an  accurate  figure  or  not  after  the 
census  which  is  being  taken  during  the  present  year,  1921, 
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During  the  latter  part  of  1919  it  was  necessary  for 
ration  cards  to  be  issued  to  every  person  in  the  Co\mt2:y  for 
certain  foods.  In  Chiswick  43,500  cards  were  issued  so  that 
allowing  for  an  increase  of  population  in  the  year,  the 
figure  of  44, I69  seems  to  be  fairly  accurate. 


births. 

There  were  978  births  registered  in  the  District  during 
1920,  Of  these  53  have  to  be  transferred  to  other  districts 
as  the  mothers  were  only  temporary  residents  in  Chiswick, 
^.eaving  a total  of  925  actual  Chiswick  births  registered. 

The  Registrar  General  gives  me  a total  of  1,013  births 
so  that  88  births  have  been  transferred  to  Chiswick  from 
other  districts,  the  mothers  having  been  temporarily 
residing  elsewhere. 

The  total  number  therefore  is  1,013  - 525  males  and  488 
females. 

This  is  equal  to  a birth  rate  of  22,9  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  a birth  rate  of  25.4  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  birth  rate  of  Chiswick  in  1919  was  14,4.  The 
present  birth  rate  is  therefore  the  highest  since  1914. 

In  addition  to  the  registration  of  births  the 
» notification  of  Births  Act  1907*  provides  that  all  births 
in  the  district  shall  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  within  36  hours.  During  the  year  1,027  births  were 
so  notified  - 553  males  and  474  females.  Thirty-one 
notifications  of  still  births  were  received  during  the  year. 
Of  the  births  notified  256  were  notified  by  Medical 
practitioners,  223  By  parents,  and  548  by  Nurses,

Illegitimate  Births. 


There  were  42  illegitimate  )}irths  belonging  to  the 
district  during  1920  - 23  males  and  19  females.  Eleven  of 
these  children  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  and 
this  will  be  further  dealt  with  under  the  heading  Infantile 
Mortality, 

Births  in  Institutions  . 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  102  births  occurred  in 
Nursing  Homes  in  the  district.  Porty-nine  of  the  mothers 
were  residents  in  the  district,  ^ile  the  remainder,  53  were 
non-residents  entering  these  homes,  many  of  them  not  having 
convenience  at  home  for  confinements. 
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DEATHS. 


The  Registrar  General  now  supplies  to  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  the  total  numher  of  Deaths  of  residents  in  their 
districts. 

Table  III  which  shews  the  causes  of  Death  and  the 
number  of  Male  and  Female  persons  dying  is  the  Registrar 
General's  Statement. 

These  particulars  however  do  not  shew  the  ages  at 
death,  and  Table  IIIA,  which  has  been  compiled  from 
particulars  received  from  the  local  Registrar,  ^ile  not 
absolutely  agreeing  with  the  Registrar  General's  Table, 
gives  a return  of  Deaths  at  various  ages. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  residents,  whether  dying 
in  the  district  or  outside  of  it,  is  5^3  - 255  a>ud 

253  females.  Thirty-two  people  resident  in  other  districts 
died  in  Chiswich  during  the  year,  and  their  deaths  are 
transferred  to  the  district  in  which  they  were  usually 
resident. 

165  deaths  of  Chiswick  residents  occiirred  in  Institu- 
tions etc.,  outside  the  district,  and  are  included  in  the 
total  of  508  given  above. 

All  the  deaths  were  certified,  that  is  the  death 
certificate  had  been  given  by  a medical  practitioner  or  by 
the  Coroner  after  holding  an  inquest. 

Inquests.

Infantile  Mortality, 


This  means  the  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
stated  in  terms  of  the  proportion  of  such  deaths  to  the 
number  of  births  registered  during  the  year. 

There  were  69  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
55  occurring  in  the  district,  wnile  the  remainder  were  deaths 
of  Chiswick  children j temporarily  residing  elsewhere. 

This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  68  per  1,000 
births,  compared  with  79  in  1919  and  73  in  1918. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  68  is  the  lowest  ever 
known  in  the  district.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  in 
England  and  Wales  during  I92O  was  80  per  1,000  births,  while 
in  London  it  was  75. 

Twenty-nine  of  the  deaths  \jnder  one  year  of  age  were  due 
to  Congenital  Debility  including  premature  birth,  and  I have 
previously  mentioned  that  3I  still  births  were  notified  durli^ 
the  year.  This  shews  that  there  is  considerable  need  for 
more  ante-natal  work  of  the  ri^t  kind  to  be  done  at  the 
Maternity  St  Child  Welfare  Centres  or  in  connection  with 
Maternity  Hospitals.

Infantile  Mortality  is  higher  among  illegitimate  than 
among  legitimate  children.,  It  is  necessary  to  compare  the 
number  of  legitimate  and  illegitimate  children  who  die  in  the 
first  year  of  life  per  1,000  illegitimate  and  legitimate 
births  respectively. 

There  were  971  legitimate  births  with  58  deaths  of 
legitimate  children  under  one  year  of  age,  that  is  59  deaths 
per  1,000  births. 

There  were  11  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  under  one 
year  of  age  and  42  illegitimate  births,  that  is  261  deaths 
per  1,000  births. 

Cancer  and  other  Malignant  Diseases. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  shew  52  deaths  from  these 
diseases,  fairly  evenly  divided  between  males  and  females, 

(28  males  and  24  females).  In  1919  there  were  ^0  such 
deaths. 
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Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

Tlie  huniber  of  deaths  due  to  the  seven  principal  Zymotic 
Diseases,  viz;-  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Pever,  Measles, Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Enteric  Pever  and  Diarrhoea,  was  36,  which 
gives  a Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  ,8l  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  ,23  per  1,000  in  19l9i  and  ,67  per  1,000  in 
1918.  This  death  rate  has  increased  owing  to  the  compara- 
tively large  number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  which  occurred 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  under  review.  The  deaths 
from  Diarrhoea  were  7 ini  number.  Six  occurring  in  children 
under  one  year  of  age.  Calculated  at  the  rate  per  1,000 
births  the  death  rate  from  Diarrhoea  was  5*9  Per  1,000  births 
as  compared  with  a death  rate  of  8.3  England  and  Wales 
and  9b  5 London, 


SANITARY  CIBCmiST/vlJCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Wat  er . 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board.  The  water  is  of  good  quality  and  is  a constant  supply. 

In  addition  to  drinking  water,  the  Board  supplies  water 
for  water-closets  etc-.  Every  house  in  the  district  disposes 
of  its  sewage  by  the  water  carriage  system.  Ho  complaints 
were  received  concerning  the  water  supply  during  1920. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Several  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from 
the  Port  of  London  Authority  regarding  sewage  gaining  access 
to  the  Rivor  Thames  from  surface  water  sewers  in  the  district. 
Very  careful  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  and  drains  and 
manholes  in  the  areas  concerned  were  repeatedly  examined  and 
defects  remedied. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  District  is  very  efficiently  drained  and  sewered. 
Owing  to  the  flat  levels  the  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  filter 
beds  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  Corney  Road,  Here  it  is 
treated  by  means  of  the  Alxjmina-Perric  process,  passed  througl 
settling  tanks  and  filter  beds  before  being  discharged  into 
the  river. 

946,000,000  gallons  of  sewage  were  treated  during  the 

year. 

There  is  a dual  system  of  sewerage  (l)  soil,  and  (2) 
surface  water  sewers.  The  latter  are  not  complete  throughout 
the  district  but  works  are  constantly  being  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  scheme  prepared  by  the  Engineer..  At 
present  there  are  17  miles  of  surface  v/ater  sewers  and  27-j 
miles  of  soil  sewers.  The  latter  are  complete  and  well 
ventilated,  chiefly  by  vertical  shafts..  There  are  very  few 
manholes  in  the  district  which  act  as  ventilators. 

Drainage  Work. 

The  drainage  of  new  property  is  supervised  by  the 
Surveyor’s  Department^  while  the  reconstruction  of  drains  in 
old  propei'ty  is  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Depai'tment, 
During  the  year  drains  were  reconstructed  in  three  cases, 
thoroughly  tested  and  passed.  The  plans  of  these  drains'are 
kept  for  reference.  Repairs  of  a minor  character  were 
executed  in  I39  cases. 

Refuse  Removal. 

This  ?/ork  is  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor’s  De'Pcirtment , 
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There  are  no  open  ashpits  in  the  district,  each  house  being 
supplied  with  a galvanized  iron  ashbin  and  the  contents  are 
collected  once  a week* 

In  the  large  flats  where  there  is  no  accommodation  for 
large  ashbins,  the  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly.  The 
Refuse  Destructor  situated  at  the  Sewage  Works  deals  with  the 
whole  of  the  refuse  collected  in  the  district. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  all  the  elementary  Schools  is 
good.  Sewage  disposal  is  on  the  water  carriage  system  and 
the  conveniences  are  well  attended  to  by  the  Caretakers.  Some 
of  the  School  buildings  notably  Glehe  Street  Infants  and 
Strand- on-the-Green  Infants*  Schools  are  of  the  old  type, class 
rooms  open  out  of  one  another^,  there  is  no  central  hall  and 
there  is  very  limited  playground  space.  Glebe  Street  Infants’ 
School  has  been  somewhat  improved  by  transferring  over  200 
children  to  a new  school  specially  built  to  relieve  the 
congestion  at  the  old  school. 

Infectious  Diseases  in  Schools. 

In  the  case  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  receives  the  notifications  in  the  case  of 
School  children,  and  it  is  the  practice  of  the  department  to 
inform  the  Head  Teacher  when  the  particular  child  is  so 
suffering  whether  the  case  has  been  removed  to  hospital  or 
not  and  when  to  re-admit  to  school  members  of  the  family  who 
have  been  in  contact  with  the  infection. 

In  the  case  of  Diphtheria  the  whole  class  may  be 
inspected  and  throat  swabs  taken.  During  the  outbreak  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  large  numbers  of 
children  were  inspected  by  the  School  Nurses  and  myself  and 
many  swabs  were  taken  with  the  result  that  several  cases  of 
actual  Diphtheria  were  discovered  in  the  schools  and  many 
cases  of  germ  carriers  were  found  who  were  of  course  at  once 
excluded  from  school. 

Head  Teachers  send  cases  to  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  if 
they  suspect  illness  or  if  any  particular  child  is  ailing  or 
defective. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. 

Particulars  of  the  sanitary  work  executed  under  the 
supervision  of  this  department  will  be  found  on  reference  to 
Tables  Nos. VI,  VII  and  VIII. 

The  execution  of  necessary  sanitary  works  and  the  abate- 
ment of  nuisances  discovered  were  for  the  most  part  secured 
by  the  service  of  preliminary  notices.  It  will  be  observed 
that  365  preliminary  notices  and  I343  statutory  notices  were 
served,  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  legal 
proceedings  in  any  case. 


PCOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply,  

All  the  milk  used  in  this  district  is  received  from  the 
country,  no  cows  being  kept  in  the  district  at  present. 
Generally  speaking  the  supply  is  of  good  quality. 

(b)  Other  Poods. 

Reference  to  Table  No. VII  shews  that  a considerable 
amount  of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
during  the  year.  All  of  this  food  was  voluntarily  surrendered 

by  retailers  and  in  no  case  was  food  seized  when  exposed  for 
sale. 
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There  is  no  Public  Abattoir  established  in  the  district 
although  the  Council  have  powers  for  such  establishment  under 
the  Chiswick  Urban  District  Council  Act,  1911,  There  are  at 
present  five  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  district  but 
little  slaughtering  is  now  done,  most  of  the  meat  being 
brought  from  the  large  meat  markets. 

The  bakehouses  of  the  district  are  kept  in  a cleanly 
state  and  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act,  1901.

The  sixteen  samples  of  milk  reported  against  by  the 
County  Analyst  included  twelve  informal  samples  and  four 
formal  samples  in  which  the  deficiency  in  no  case  exceeded 
three  per  cent. 


IHSIBICTIOUS  PISIi!AS.Ea. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during 
the  year  was  309  compared  with  430  in  1919*^^  in  the  latter 
year  Measles  was  a notifiable  disease  and  181  cases  of 
Measles  were  notified. 

Upon  receipt  of  a notification  of  Infectious  disease 
enquiries  are  at  once  made  with  a view  to  tracing  the 
infection.  If  the  case  is  removed  to  hospital  the  room 
occupied  by  the  patient  is  disinfected  after  the  departure 
of  the  case.  Where  the  patient  remains  at  home  isolation  is 
rigidly  carried  out  and  printed  instructions  are  given  to 
the  parents.  A card  is  also  left  at  the  house  to  be  signed 
by  the  Medical  practitioner  attending  the  case  when  he  is 
satisfied  that  the  patient  is  well  and  disinfection  can  take 
place. 

It  is  not  now  customary  to  convey  bedding  etc,,  to  the 
disinfecting  station  at  the  hospital  unless  there  is  some 
very  special  reason  ishy  it  should  be  stoved.  The  infected 
room  and  contents  are  sprayed  and  fumigated  but  this  is  more 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a thoroxi^  cleansing  of  the 
room  afterwards. 

In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  swabs  of  the  throats  of  all 
contacts  are  taken  and  examined  at  the  Laboratory.  In  the 
case  of  Diphtheria  occurring  in  a school  child  the  throats 
of  all  children  in  the  same  class  in  the  school  are  examined 
and  swabs  taken  if  necessary. 

Bacteriological  Exaro-inations. 

Dviring-the  year  79^  examinations  have  been  made  in  the 
Laboratory  as  compared  with  282  in  I919.  The  increased 
number  is  entirely  due  to  the  large  number  of  throat  swabs 
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ea^amined  during  the  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  and  also  the  consequent  large 
number  of  swabs  taken  from  the  patients  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  before  discharge.  Cases  of  Diphtheria  in 
hospital  were  not  discharged  until  two  consecutive  swabs 
shewed  no  Diphtheria  bacilli.

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  which  was  in  use  during  the 
year  under  review  is  situated  in  Clayponds  Lane,  Brentford, 
and  has  accommodation  for  20  patients. 

At-the  time  of  writing,  this  Hospital  has  been  closed 
as  an  Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  and  will  be  used  in 
future  as  a llaternity  Hospital. 

During  1920,  however,  it  consisted  of 

|l)  One  block  of  four  wards  for  Scarlet  Fever. 

,2)  One  block  of  two  v/ards  for  Diphtheria. 

,3)  Discharge  Block. 

,4j  Administrative  block  and  dispensary. 

(5)  Laundry,  disinfecting  apparatus  aind  mortuary. 

The  laundry  is  fitted  with  machinery  (steam),  and  the 
disinfecting  apparatus  is  a "Washington  Lyon’ s''  steam 
disinfector. 

The  Staff  consisted  of  Matron,  Charge  Nurse, 

Assistant  Nurse,  and  two  probationers. 

It  will  be  seen  that  only  two  diseases  could  be 
treated  simultaneously  at  this  hospital  and  as  a rule 
the  two  diseases  accommodated  were  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria.

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  Diphtheria  cases, 
arrangements  were  made  whereby  the  Ealing  Isolation 
Hospital  received  the  extra  Diphtheria  cases  for  whom 
no  room  could  be  found  in  the  Chiswick  Hospital.  Altogether 
13  Diphtheria  cases  were  removed  to  the  Ealing  Isolation 
Hospital  and  of  these  two  died.

vScarlet  Fever 


During  the  year  93  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified 
as  compared  with  47  in  1919,  This  is  the  largest  number  of 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  in  any  year  since  1914^  and  this  slight 
epidemic  of  the  disease  occurred  at  the  same  time  that  a 
very  considerable  epidemic  of  scarlet  Fever  occurred  through- 
out the  greater  part  of  London, 

1920  seems  to  have  been  one  of  those  cycle  years  in 
which  Infectious  Disease,  occurs  after  a period  of  quiescence. 
Tne  attack  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  2,1«  One 
death  occurred  from  the  disease,  but  as  the  patient  was  in 
the  last  stages  of  Tubercolusis  and  practically  moribund 
when  admitted  the  death  might  reasonably  be  attributed  to 
Tuberculosis  instead  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year 
was  77  or  82  per  cent  of  the  cases  notified.

100  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
38  during  1919;  and  the  greater  number  were  notified  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year-.  91  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital,  (13  of  these  to  Ealing  Isolation  Hospital).  The 
majority  of  the  cases  admitted  were  children  between  5 to  l5 
years  of  age,  and  a considerable  number  were  of  a very 
virulent  nature.  The  mortality  from  this  disease  was  extra* 
ordinarily  high,  lb. deaths  occurring  (all  of  these  in 
hospital).  Most  of  the  cases  in  which  death  occurred  either 
had  not  been  seen  till  a fairly  late  stage  in  the  illness  or 
were  very  virulent  cases  and  practically  moribund  when 
admitted 

The  death  rate  from  Diphtheria  per  1^000  of  the  popula- 
tion was  therefore  0o34  as  compared  with  0.-22  in  London  and 
0,15  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  supplied  free  to  Medical  practi- 
tioners by  the  Council  and  is  largely  usedc  Many  of  the  bad 
cases  admitted  to  hospital  are  the  result  of  parents  or 
guardians  not  obtaining  medical  advice  at  the  onset  of  the 
illness.  The  patient  is  supposed  to  be  suffering  from  an

ordinary  sore  throat,  Mumps,  or  some  such  slight  ailment, and 
when  the  illness  is  so  far  advanced  that  a Doctor  is  called 
in,  the  pat'ient  has  been  poisoned  by  the  toxin  of  the 
'disease,  and  the  anti-toxin  treatment  is  not  of  muQh  avail. 

It  cannot  be  too  well  known  that  all  cases  of  throat 
trouble  should  be  looked  upon  with  suspicion  and  attended  to 
iimnediately.  If  seen  early  a Diphtheria  case  should  recover 
if  anti-toxin  is  given.

Enteric  and  Para-Typhoid  Fevers. 


Three  cases  of  these  diseases  were  notified  during  the 
year,  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  and  two  of  para-Typhoid 
Fever,  All  these  cases  were  slight  and  were  treated  at  home. 
From  investigations  made  it  was  not  possible  to  find  out 
definitely  how  the  infection  had  arisen. 

Ophthalmia  Neonstorum. 


Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year^ 
both  being  treated  in  hospital.  As  the  name  indicates  the 
disease  is  an  inflammation  of  the  eyes  of  the  newly  born, 
and  if  not  attended  to  immediately  ^id  with  great  care  it 
may  cause  blindness  of  one  or  both  eyes.  Cases  notified  are 
visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  or  District  Nurse, 

Tubercul osis, . 

64  cases  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  10  cases  of  otider 
forms  of  Tubercular  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 
The  treatment  of  this  disease  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Council,  and  a branch  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
is  open  once  a week  in  Chiswick,  The  Medical  Officer  from 
the  County  Medical  staff  sees  cases  in  this  district  and  I 
am  constantly  in  touch  with  him  with  regard  to  cases  notified 
and  more  particularly  with  regard  to  school  children  who  are 
Tuberculous,  or  are  suspected  of  being  so.  Visitation  of  the 
notified  cases  is  carried  out,  the  state  of  the  house  noted, 
and  advice  given  regarding  disposal  of  sputum,  food,  etc. 

Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  premises  has  been  carried 
out  when  necessary, 

87  specimens  of  sputum  have  been  sent  to  the  Laboratory 
by  various  Medical  practitioners  in  the  district,  and  24 
were  found  to  contain  the  Tubercle  bacillus,  while  63  were 
negative.  There  were  33  deaths  from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
during  the  year  and  11  deaths  from  other  forms  of  Tubercular 
disease.

Of  the  74  cases  of  phthisis  notified  49  were  admitted 
to  Institutions  for  treatment.  Twelve  of  the  deaths  occurred 
outside  the  district. 

P r ifflary^  Pneum pni a and  Jn f luenzai  pn eum on^a. 

During  the  year  19  cases  of  primary  pneumonia  were 
notified  and  4 of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  as  compared  with  20 
of  the  latter  disease  during  1919. 

The  total  nuiaber  of  deaths  from  some  form  of  lung 
disease  is  119  a very  considerable  proportion  of  the  total 
deaths  regisi^ered. 

There  was  no  recurrence  of  the  severe  epidemics  of 
Influenza  such  as  occurred  in  1919  and  precedias  years. 

Pive  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  influenza, 

ancephalitis  Lethargica, 


Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year 
One  of  the  cases  had  already  removed  from  the  district  v/hen 
the  notification  was  received,  the  patient  having  been  sent 
into  a London  Hospital  for  observation. 

Both  cases  after  being  ill  for  some  considerable  time 
recovered. 

Careful  enquiries  are  made  in  connection  with  this 
disease  as  it  is  only  lately  that  it  has  become  prevalent. 

It  is  not  thought  to  be  very,  if  at  all,  infectious  but  until 
more  is  known  of  the  causation  of  the  disease  it  is  as  well 
to  treat  it  in  the  same  way  as  ordinary  infectious  diseases. 

Malaria. 

Only  four  oases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  34  in  1919.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  most  of  the  ex-service  men  have  returned  to  their  homes 
and  those  who  have  contracted  Malaria  had  already  been 
notified  previous  to  the  year  under  review.  None  of  the 
cases  notified  in  1920  were  contracted  in  this  Country. 

MAT3RNITY.  AI^D  CHILD 

This  branch  of  public  health  work  has  been  under  the 
control  of  the  Urban  District  Council  since  1919.  The 
statutory  Comiaittee  composed  of  Members  of  the  Council  with 
four  ladies  co-opted  from  the  original  voluntary  Child 
Welfare  Committee  superintends  the  work  of  the  Centres.  A 
considerable  number  of  the  voluntary  workers  who  originated 
this  scheme  still  continue  to  give  their  services  freely  and 
do  excellent  work. 

There  are  two  Centres  in  the  district,  and  Clinics  are 
held  twice  a week  at  one  Centre  and  once  a week  at  the  other, 

A part  time  Lady  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Agnes  Dunnett ) 
attends  at  each  session  and  sees  a large  proportion  of  tne 
mothers  and  children  who  attend.  At  Essex  Place  Centre  on 
Tuesdays,  Dr.  Dunnett  has  an  ante-natal  Clinic  for  expectant 
motnersc 
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TWO  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  Council,  and 
their  work  is  divided  into;- 

1)  Visits  to  the  homes  after  notifications  of  births 

2)  Attendance  at  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
and  visits  to  homes  arising  out  of  the 
attendances  at  Centres. 

(3)  Visits  to  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  cough,  etc., 
an4  occasional  visits  in  connection  witn 
Tuberculosis .

A lady  Clerk  has  been  appointed,  half  her  time  being 
devoted  to  Maternity  suid  Child  Welfare,  the  remainder  of  her 
time  to  Educational  work. 


The  work  a.t  the  Centres  is  not  confined  to  infants, 
children  up  to  the  age  of  5 are  seen  by  the  Doctor,  or  by 
the  Health  Visitors.  Mothers  are  advised  as  to  feeding 
breast  feeding  being  encouraged  as  much  as  possible. 
milk  is  sold  at  cost  price  for  the  use  of  those  chilaren  for 
whom  it  is  prescribed  by  the  Doctor.  A clothing  stall  1 
managed  by  the  voluntary  workers  and  mothers  can  purchase 
baby  clothes  at  a cheap  rate. 


Sincd-  1919  a Dental  Clinic  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  children  under  5 years  of  age  has  been  h el u once 
a week  in  connection  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres.  The  Lady  Dental  surgeon  appointed  by 
Camittee  as  School  Dental  Surgeon,  also  carries  out  thiswj-. 
and  latelys arrangement 8 have  been  made  whereby  mothers  and 
children  from  the  Brentford  Maternity  Centres  are  treatCvx  at 
the  Chiswick  Maternity  Dental  Clinic,  payiiient  for  tnis 
treatment  is  made  by  the  Brentford  council  at  an  agreed  rauf

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During  tlie  first  part  of  the  year  the  Dental  treatment 
in  connection  with  the  Centres  was  carried  out  hy  Mr,  c. 
Hamiaond  Williams,  whose  report  is  appended; - 

’’Herewith  my  summary  and  report  of  Dental  work  carried 
’’out  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic, 

’’it  will  he  observed  that  the  number  of  patients  attend- 
”ing  the  Clinic  shews  an  upward  tendency  which  points  to  the 
’’fact  that  the  benefits  of  Dental  treatment  are  becoming 
’’recognised.  It  is  noticed  that  patients  appreciate  a 
’’guarantee  of  the  supply  of  artificial  teeth  before  having 
’’their  natural  ones  extracted.  The  denture  work  has  grown 
“considerably  of  oburse,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
“mothers  will  need  thera  in  increasing  numbers  as  those  who 
“have  them  already  shew  such  marked  improvement  in  health 
“and  appearance. 

“The  number  of  young  children  attending  is  very  small, 
“which  I think  is  to  be  regretted,  for  I am  convinced  that 
"Dental  supervision  cannot  be  started  too  soon.  The  results 
“of  neglect  are  very  apparent  to  the  School  Dentist  making 
“his  first  inspection.  Another  point  is,  that  if  the  children 
“were  brought  to  the  Dentist  earlier  they  would  become  more 
“used  to  treatment  with  the  result  that  the  nervous  strain 
“to  the  patient  and  the  School  Dentist  later  on  would  not  be 
”so  great, 

“l  find  that  the  results  of  the  work  here  during  the 
“whole  time  that  the  Clinic  has  been  working  are  both 
“gratifying  and  interesting.  The  total  number  of  attendances 
“works  out  at  about  340,  making  an  average  attendance  at  each 
“Clinic  held  of  about  6,8,  The  number  of  dentures  supplied 
“comes  to  37”o 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  expectant  and  nurs» 
ing  mothers  are  supplied  with  'artificial  dentures  at  a very 
reasonable  rate.  This  is  much  appreciated  and  the  number  of 
dentures  supplied  during  the  year  was  43. 

District  Nurse, 

The  District  Nurse  appointed  by  the  Council  in  1919, 
still  continues  to  do  good  work  in  the  district,  although 
mucn  more  use  might  be  made  of  her  services.  The  Nurse 
altnough  ordinarily  employed  in  district  nursing  (for  which 
a small  fee  is  charged)  will  be  employed  in  the  event  of  the 
occurrence  of  epidemics  such  as  Measles,  Diarrhoea,  etc., 
and  in  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  cases.  The  services  of  the  Nurse 
can  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

During  the  year  the  Nurse  paid  2617  visits. 

Provision  of  Milk. 


The  “Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order"  was  put  into 
force  in  November  1919,  and  the  Sub-committee  (three  Members 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee)  met  fortnightly 
or  more  often  to  deal  with  applicants  for  free  milk  or  milk 
at  reduced  prices.  The  milk  or  dried  milk  w^s  given  either 
free  or  at  a reduced  price  in  accordance  with  the  scale  of 
income, and  during  the  whole  year  the  cost  of  this  provision 
of  milk  came  to  the  sum  of  £976.  3.  7. 

Very  careful  enquiries  are  made  both  as  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  people  applying  for  this  milk  and  as  to  its  use  when 

received.  In  no  case  was  there  found  to  be  any  abuse  of  the 
privilege,  and  there  is  no  doubt  tnat  althougn  tne  cost  sp* 
pears  large,  very  considerable  benefits  accrued  to  those 
Ciiildren  who  received  the  milk. 
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HOUSIITG. 


The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  was  9,8oo  and 
of  these  about  5»000  may  be  described  as  houses  of  the  working 
classes.  This  of  course  counts  each  flat  as  a separate  house. 

Daring  I92O  tv/o  new  houses  have  been  built,  neither  of 
which  can  be  described  as  houses  for  the  v/orking  classes. 

As  previously  stated  the  population  has  increased  consid- 
erably since  the  last  Census,  and  since  I914  practically  no 
houses  have  been  built.  There  must  therefore  be  overcrowding 
to  a certain  extent,  and  it  is  known  that  families  are  at  pre- 
sent living  in  uncomfortable  surroundings,  many  having  only  one 
room.  At  the  same  time  this  excess  of  the  population  does  not 
appear  to  have  affected  the  working  class  houses  only.  Many 
better  class  houses  which  before  the  war  were  only  inhabited 
by  one  family  now  *rhelter  two  or  more  families.  The  Census 
which  is  being  taken  during  I921  will  give  a better  idea  as  to 
the  population  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  housed. 

It  was  of  course  recognised  that  nev/  houses  were  needed 
and  in  the  housing  survey  drawn  up  in  October  I919,  it  was  es- 
timated that  200  nev/  houses  v/ere  necessary.  Later  this  was 
thought  to  be  too  low  an  estimate  and  probably  double  that 
number  may  be  required. 

During  the  year  the  building  of  I8  two  storey  flats  was 
commenced  by  the  Council  and  at  the  time  of  writing  v/ork  is 
proceeding  slowly. 

A scheme  for  taking  over  land  in  a neighbouring  district 
and  the  erection  of  a considerable  number  of  houses  has  been 
postponed  for  the  present. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 


During  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  systematic  inspec- 
tion has  been  carried  out  particularly  in  the  houses  of  the 
working  classes  with  a view  to  remedying  structural  defects  and 
general  uncleanliness. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  notices  were  served  under 
Section  28  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,Act,  1919«  This 
section  allows  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  proceed  with  the  work 
required  if  the  Owner  neglects  to  carry  out  the  work  within  the 
specified  time. 

Later  in  the  year  it  was  found  that  the  ordinary  prelimin- 
ary notice  re  defects  was  sufficient  in  most  cases  and  generally 
throughout  the  District  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  getting 
work  done. 

Unhealthy  Areas. 

‘ One  area  has  been  scheduled  as  unhealthy  during  the  year. 
This  area  includes  William  Street,  Bennett  Street,  Furze  Street 
James  Street,  part  of  Devonshire  Road  and  part  of  Hogarth  Lane. 

I made  a written  representation  to  the  Council  that  the 
above  area  appeared  to  be  an  area  of  the  charetcter  described  in 
Sec«4  of  the  Act  of  I890.  The  Council  have  passed  the  Resolutior 
to  the  effect  that  the  area  is  an  unhealthy  one  and  that  an 
improvement  scheme  should  be  made  in  respect  to  it.  This  ’’Part 
I”  scheme  may  include  any  neighbouring  lands  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  scheme  efficient,  and  the  Council  for  this  purnose 
liave  included  Wood  Street,  Devonshire  Street , HogarlhPlace,  Devor 
shire  Place,  Hogarth  Avenue,  and  Hogarth  Lane  in  the  scheme.
